ish subjects, This was considered as put. 
ting, the whole matter at rest. But the 
next thing beard from that quarter was 
that the Eaperor of Morocco could noi 
accede to the excessive demands of Spain 
and that the latter had -declared.war. Ex- 
traordinary preparations had been made ai 
the last advices, and our Consul at Tan- 
giers and tbe British residents of the Mo 
rocco coast were hurrying from the scene 
of anticipated conflict 
' The rumors which attend this statement 
of /acts are the cause of the general inter- 
est which seems to have been excited. One 
of these-declares that the object of Spain 
was to make territorial acquisitions on the 
other side .of the Straits of Gibraltar, at 
which the English government takes um- 
brage, while France secretly urges on the 


,, Spanish ministry. This appears to have 
• been denied,both on the part of England 


and Spain : but the impression still re- 
mains that Louis Napoleon is actively con 
cerned in urging on the Morocco war.— 
One reason given relates to the French 
interests in Algeria, which may be ad- 
vanced by extension of territory or of in- 
fluence, as a result of the war. But anoth- 
er explanation makes it out that the Em- 
peror is endeavoring to drag England into
